‘One of these letters 
was addressed to Mr. Shrewsbury, to which he replied, and in which 
he gave, certainly, a very melancholy, but he believed also a very 
truc, statement of the state of the Colony of Barbadoes. This letter 
was published. It might be said that this inquiry ought not to have 
been made; or that, if made, Mr. Shewsbury ought not to have re- 
plied to it ; or that if he replied to it, his reply ought not tohave been 
published. But, in adopting this course, the Society had only adopt- 
ed the course which had been set by the example of the Government 
on a similar occasion. He would now proceed to the statement of 
that which formed the subject matter of the complaint of Mr. 
Shrewsbury. He had been for three years and three quarters in the 
Island of Barbadoes. During the first three years of his residence, 
he discharged the duties of his mission without any great annoyance ; 
he passed over without any severe complaint or animadversion the 
many insults which bad been put upon him, such as persons going in- 
to bis chapel and whistling a tune. The meekness with which he 
passed over and endured these taunts from ihe gentry of Barbadoes, 
was truly exemplary. It was not, however, until 1628, that these in- 
sults broke out in the shape of open violence, when Mr. Shrewsbury 
was insulted as a villain in the open streets. ‘This feeling of hostility 
assumed astili more aggravated appearance on the 5th of October, 
1824. On that day, whilst the congregation of Mr, Shrewsbury was 
assembled together, au assault was inade upon them by a mob of per- 
sons from without—a mob in which there was reason to believe ma- 
ny of the geutry of Barbatioes were engaged. ‘The assault was made 
by discharging upon them bottles prepared for the occasion, contain- 
ing oil and aquafortis. These bottles actually were discharged up- 
on the congregation ; a woman and several other persons were se-

From ‘loriola he removed to Gie- 
nada, fe there demeaned himself in an equally satisfactory man- 
ner. His conduct merited and obtained the same approvation im 
Grenada that it had received at Tortola. Mr. Ross, a proprietor of 
considerable property there, had borne the highest testunony to iis 
character. In a letter, speaking of his conduct, he said, ** that he 
was a man who would have done honour to any suctety or any chris- 
tian community.”’ After the successful exertions of Mr. Shrewsbury 
in ‘Vortola and Grenada, he was seiccted to the mitssionof Barbadvues, 
where, from tie peculiar situation of that island, his exertious might 
have been expected to be most beneficial. By the papers lau betore 
that House in 1803, it appeared that a most angry spirit of retigious 
persecution prevailed in that island, and he was sorry to say that ve 
had too strong reasons for believing that a similar spirit prevaied 
there up tothe presentday. It required the appomtinent of a Mis- 
sionary to this Colony who would combine a seuse o1 duty to the ne- 
rroes, and a spirit of conciliation to those who were their masters, 
and such an union of qualifications was found in Mi. Shrewsbury. 
Mr. Shrewsbury was himself, by connexion aid feeling, uaturally 
anxious for the welfare and advancement of those Colonies. tiie 
was married himself to a West Indian, and there was reason to sup- 
pose him any thing rather than a partisan of the abolitionists.

COLONIAL INTERCOURSE. 


We publish in this day’s paper a copy of the Colonial Intercourse 
Bill, and the new Schedule of Duties, passed by the British Legisla- 
ture during the present Session of Parliament—a Bill which, from the 
liberality of its provisions. has changed the entire features of Colo- 
nial Commerce, and diffused universal joy throughout his Majesty’s 
dominions in the new world. 

The fundamental principles of this Bill are—the emancipation of 
the colonial commerce trom a bondage of two centuries; the 
elevation of the colonists, in a commercial point of view, to their just 
rank of equality with their fellow subjects in Great Britain; and the 
opening to them a free trade with the whole world. May they du- 
ly appreciate those blessings. The nature and extent of the provi- 
sions of this Bill, from the recency of its enactment, are scarcely 
known in the United States, nor indeed to many of the colonists them- 
selves ; we shall therefore take the liberty of pointing out its promi- 
nent features. 
per to state, that we copied the Bill from a colonial paper after it had 


Before proceeding further, however, it may be pro- 
undergone two or three reprints. We mention this circumstance to 
explain one or two inace: acies in the phraseology, observable in it. 
The Schedule of Duties is the same which appeared in our paper of 
the 14th of May, and which was moved and carried by Mr. Huskis- 
son in the House of Commons on the 2ist March last. It has under- 
gone some trifling alterations while the Bill was in its progress 
through Parlinment, but the only alteration we have been able to de- 
tect is in the article of foreign books. ‘ 
The act is divisible intotwo parts. The first comprehending regu- 
lations for the free export and import of almost every article of com- 
merce ; and the second providi:: for the introduction of the /are- 
housing system into certain ports. 

The Bil! permits, from and after the 5th of July, 1825, theimporta- 
tion of all goods from any foreign place in America, Europe, or Afri- 
ea, in British ships, or in ships of the country of which the goods are 
the produce, with the following exceptions—gunpowder, arms, am- 
munition, or utensils of war, dri-d or salted fish, beef, pork, or ba- 
con, whale oil, blubber, or fins, books in the English language, base 
or counterfeit coin, coffee, cocoa, sugar, molasses, or ruin of foreign 
production, upon paying the duties specified in the schedule. The 
perusal of this will surprize many, and would, ten years ago, have 
been considered the cightl wonder of the world. Let us for a imo- 
ment covsiderthe effects of thislaw. The colonics can now, either in 
British or foreign vessels, import, direct, their iron from Sweden, flax, 
and hemp from Russia, the various German manufactures from Hain- 
burgh, silks and champague from France, cc. ‘They can also re- 
eeive from the United States dumestic .cods of all kinds, agricultural 


implements, furniture, musical instruments, carriages, wagons, glass, 


candles, boots and shoes, ale, cider, fruit, cordials, and that endless | 


class of articles denominated notions ; in sbort every thing save the 


exceptions above enumerated.

PROROGATION OF PARLIAMENT, 


Phis day both Houses of Parliament were prorogued, not by his 
Majesty in person, but by Commission. The Royal Commissioners 
having taken their seats on the Woolsac kia message was sent to re- 
quire the presence of the Commons at the bar, and the Speaker 
shortly after appearing, attended by a considerable number of Mem- 
bers, the Lord Chancellor proceeded to read the following Speech : 

“* My Lords and Gentlemen, 

“ The business of the Session being now brought to a conclusion, 
we are comimanded by his Majesty to express the great satisfaction 
which he feels in releasing you from your laborious attendance in 
Parliament. ; 

“His Majesty returns you his warmest acknowledgments for the 
zeal and assiduity with which you have prosecuted the inquiries into 
the state of Ireland, which he recommeuces t+ \ ou at the opening of 
the Sessien. 

“Itis a particular gratification to his Majoscy, that the tranquillity 
and improved condition of that part of sie United Kingdom have 
rendered the extraordinary powers with which vou had iavesied his 
Majesty no longer necessary for the public safety. 

His Majesty is happy to be able to aanounce to you, that he re- 
ceives from all Foreign Powers the strongest assurances of their 
friendly disposition towards this country; and of their desire to 
maintain the general peace. ‘ 

“While his Majesty regrets the continuance of the war in the 
East Ladics with the Burmese Government, be trusts that the gallant 
exertions of the British and Native Forces employed in operations
